To  establish  and  operate  a  radio  broadcasting  operation,  in  such 
manner  that  the  facilities  involved  shall  be  nearly  as  self- 
sustaining  as  possible,  that  encourages  and  provides  outlets  for 
the  creative  skills  and  energies  of  the  community;  that  conducts 
classes  and  workshops  in  the  writing  and  producing  of  broadcast 
material;  that  provides  performance  facilities  to  amateur 
instrumentalists,  choral  groups,  orchestral  groups,  and  music 
students;  that  encourages  the  development  of  radio  and 
management  skills  in  members  of  the  community;  and  that 
promotes  and  aids  other  creative  activities  which  will  serve  the 
cultural  welfare  of  the  community. 

To  engage  in  any  activity  that  shall  contribute  to  a  lasting 
understanding  between  nations  and  between  the  individuals  of 
all  nations,  races,  creeds,  and  colors;  to  gather  and  desseminate 
information  on  the  causes  of  conflict  between  any  and  all  of  such 
groups;  and  to  promote  the  study  of  political  and  economic 

Listeners  Report

Well,  gang,  I  think  we've  made  it.  If  I'm 
right,  we  should  all  share  the  pleasure  of 
watching  KPFT  and  public  media  in 
Houston  grow  phenomenally  through  the 
summer,  which  historically  has  been  a  very 
thin  time  for  us.  It  is  not  a  moment  too  soon. 
As  the  next  few  years  pass,  people  are  going 
to  find  themselves  needing  public 
broadcasting  more  and  more. 

The  people  who  have  been  contributing 
their  time  and  effort  to  keep  KPFT  alive 
during  the  past  seven  years  deserve 
congratulations.  They  have  been  carrying 
more  than  their  share  of  the  load  for  the 
sake  of  future  users  of  this  facility.  If  I 
deserve  any  credit  for  KPFT's  present 
status,  it  is  for  taking  steps  to  open  this 
channel  for  greater  public  use;  for  helping 
people  to  realize  that  it  is  possible  for  them 
to  make  a  difference  at  KPFT.  I  have  always, 
throughout  my  two  years  of  involvement 
here,  been  proud  of  KPFT's  ability  to 
mutate  itself  in  response  to  its  listeners.  I  feel 
that  now  there  will  be  increasing  numbers  of 
people  in  the  community  finding  ways  to  use 
the  90.1  megahertz  channel. 


This  will  place  increasing  demands  on  the 
station.  Already  the  airwaves  are  getting 
crowded.  As  time  goes  on,  KPFT  will  be 
forced  to  become  more  efficient  in  order  to 
be  able  to  broadcast  the  increasing  numbers  • 
of  messages  that  will  be  coming  through. 
The  internal  staff  of  the  station  will  be  hard 
pressed  to  keep  its  act  together. 
They  will  be  forced  to  put  more  and  more 
effort  into  their  function  as  caretakers  of  the 
public  airwaves.  There  will  be  little  time  for 
internal  strife. 

Simply  for  the  sake  of  efficiency,  there  will 
be  increasing  emphasis  on  production,  the 
processing  and  editing  of  tape.  Listeners 
who  wish  to  help  program  KPFT  would  be 
well  advised  to  learn  production.  A  training 
workshop  is  available  at  present  for  no 
charge,  and  if  you're  interested,  you  should 
call  Ron  Hunt. 

People  will  be  needing  to  make  a  lot  of 
very  crucial  decisions  as  the  world  becomes 
more  interdependent.

trustees,  therefor  has  no  capital  stock.

We've  reprinted  the  ideals  of  the 
Foundation,  now  31  years  old,  because  we 
believe  they're  still  as  relevant  as  the  day 
they  were  written.  We  also  think  that 
sometimes  you  have  to  look  back  to  where 
you  came  from  to  know  who  you  are  and 
where  you're  going. 

The  Declaration  of  Principles  on  the  front 
page  is  taken  from  the  original  Articles  of 
Incorporation  filed  in  California  on  August 
24,  1946.  The  first  Pacifica  station  was 
KPFA  in  Berkeley,  California.  It  was  the 
brainchild  of  Lewis  Hill,  a  war 
correspondent  and  poet  who  felt  the 
existing  media  was  too  tightly  controlled  by 
commercial  interests.  Since  then,  the 
Pacifica  Foundation  has  grown  to  five 
stations  serving  the  most  important  cities  in 
the  United  States. 

KPFT  in  Houston  is  going  forward  into 
the  future  with  all  vital  signs  registering 
healthy.  The  station  is  receiving  greater 
support  from  both  it's  listeners  and  the 
government.  Soon,  transmitter  power  will 
be  doubled  to  100,000  watts,  giving  a  clearer 


signal  over  the  station's  160  mile  wide  signal 
area.  Production  facilities  at  the  station  are 
being  upgraded.  Programming  quality  is 
improving  steadily,  reflecting  the  increased 
respect  the  station  enjoys  from  media 
professionals  and  community  leaders  who 
are  contributing  their  time  and  expertise  to 
KPFT.  For  the  past  few  weeks, 
subscriptions  have  been  coming  in  at  a  level 
sufficient  to  meet  the  basic  needs  of  the 
station. 

On  the  debit  side,  the  station's  income  is 
the  smallest  of  any  in  the  Pacifica 
confederacy,  and  there  are  a  number  of  key 
personnel  whom  the  station  cannot  afford 
to  provide  even  a  minimum  salary  for.  To  try 
to  offset  this,  and  to  continue  the  present 
growth  curve,  KPFT  is  making  May  it's 
Auction  Month. 

We  realize  that  constant  solicitations  for 
money  are,  in  the  final  analysis,  only  the 
irritating  equivalents  of  commercial 
advertisements.  So,  during  May,  instead  of

Sunday  nights  from  9  pm  till  midnight 
KPFT  broadcasts  a  unique  show  called 
Dialing  for  Dinosaurs.  It  consists  of 
readings  (Currently  Jurgen  by  the  prolific 
Virginian  novelist  James  Branch  Cabell), 
phone-in  conversations,  interviews  with 
persons  working  in  such  fields  as  life 
extension,  space  colonization,  non- 
empirical  medicine,  and  unusual  music.  The 
man  responsible  for  this  eclectic 
construction  is  Howard  J.  Pearlstein,  the 
Curator  of  Publications  for  the 
Contemporary  Arts  Museum  and  a  novelist 
in  his  own  write. 

The  first  question  that  comes  to  most 
people's  minds  is  "Why  Dialing  for 
Dinosaurs?"  Dinosaurs  are,  or  were,  very 
large.  Dinosaurs  were  the  most  long-lived 
class  of  creatures  to  ever  exist,  hanging 
around  Cretaceous  and  Jurassic  swamps 
for  several  hundred  million  years.  Kids  love 
dinosaurs.  Dinosaurs  had  very  small  brains. 
Dinosaur  means  "terrible  lizard"  in 
taxonomical  Greek.  Why  "Dialing  for 
Dinosaurs?"  When  H.J.  Pearlstein  was 
asked  that  question  for  this  article,  he 
thoughtfully  exhaled  a  delicate  sworl  of  blue 
smoke  from  his  Camel  cigarette  into  the  still 
air  of  the  production  booth,  and  replied 
"Why  not?" 

A  properly  Zen-like  answer,  considering 
Pearlstein's  concept  of  the  show.  Like  Zen, 
which  places  a  value  on  internal  qualities  like 
self-awareness  over  and  above  external 
values  such  as  efficient  communication  of 
material  realities,  Dialing  for  Dinosaurs  is 
"...  to  help  the  listener  get  his  or  her 
center  ..." 

Expanding  on  the  show's  title  and 
purpose,  Pearlstein  stated,  "The  only  thing 
to  do  besides  having  a  show  with  no  name,  is 
to  have  a  name  that  means  nothing." 

"In  American  society,  in  civilized  society, 
people  stay  up  late  on  Sunday  night.  Sunday 
night  is  the  loneliest.  The  weekend  wasn't 
enough,  it's  never  enough,  and  when  you 
wake  up  it's  going  to  be  Monday  . . .  It's  to 
help  the  listener  get  his  or  her  own  center  so 
that  they  can  go  to  sleep,  to  settle  some 
things.  Things  they  can  think  off  of,  can 
reflect  off  of.  The  reading  of  Jurgen,  which 
will  go  on  for  several  months,  presents  an 
alternative  world.  It  gives  people  an 
alternative  world  to  go  to  sleep  with."

Besides  the  reading,  listeners  can  expect 
some  interesting  guests.  In  late  May  or  early 
June,  Dialing  for  Dinosaurs  will  have  as  a 
guest  Martha  Benedict  Klemp,  the  first 
licensed,  Anglo,  non-Chinese  practitioner  of 
Chinese  medicine.  Ms.  Klemp  will  discuss 
the  relationship  between  Chinese  and 
Western  medicine  and  the  lessons  they  can 
learn  from  each  other. 

When  Pearlstein  isn't  at  KPFT  working 
on  his  show,  he  is  editing  the  magazine  he 
founded  for  the  Contemporary  Arts 
Museum,  Points  of  View.  The  first  issue  of 
the  150-page,  color  illustrated,  advertising- 
free  magazine  will  be  released  to  coincide 
with  the  re-opening  of  the  CAM.  Points  of 
View  will  publish  "art,  writings  about  art, 
literature,  essays,  poetry,  and  technology . . 
To  show  that  art  and  literature  and 
technology  are  in  no  way  unrelated,  to  show 
the  relationship  underlying  them  all." 


HOWARD  J.  PEARLSTEIN 


Howard  Pearlstein  was  raised  in  Abilene 
during  World  War  II.  He  went  to  high  school 
in  Philadelphia  during  the  50's,  when  Philly 
was  the  rock'n'roll  capital  of  the  U.S.  Most 
of  the  60's  were  spent  in  San  Francisco,  the 
best  of  all  possible  places  to  be  in  that  roller 
coaster  decade.  The  experiences  of  the  50's 
and  60's  were  refined  and  distilled  into 
Pearlstein's  first  novel,  Mandrake's  Book. 
"Mandrake's  Book  is  a  harmonious  book," 
he  explained,  "An  internal  dialog,  a  product 
of  the  internal  exploration  of  the  60's,  the 
attempt  to  become  centered  and  resolve  the 
conflicts  of  the  50's.  Mandrake  resolves  that 
and  becomes  a  human  being." 


Robert  Anton  Wilson,  Pla\  "»y  magazine 
editor  and  Dr.  Timothy  Leary  manuensis, 
wrote  an  article  for  a  West  C  ist  weekly 
stating  that  Mandrake's  Book  i  ine  of  the 
three  most  important  books  wmren  in  the 
20th  century.  (The  other  two,  i  .  case  you'  re 
curious,  were  Jim  Hildebrand's  Rotwang 
and  Dr.  Leary's  "What  Does  Woman 
Want?"). 

Pearlstein  also  has  a  second  novel  under 
way,  a  modern  "romance  that  doesn't 
ignore  all  that's  come  before."

print.  At  the  present  time,  the  use  of 
electronic  equipment  by  the  individual  is  far 
below  its  potential,  even  in  terms  of  the  state 
of  the  art  as  much  as  fifteen  years  ago.  This 
situation,  I  believe,  has  reached  the 
breaking  point.  In  the  future,  the  very  near 
future,  more  advanced  electronic  hardware 
will  be  connecting  with  the  individual.  It  is 
important  to  insure  that  the  individual  has 
not  only  access,  but  also  the  ability  to  affect 
these  media. 

In  the  month  of  April,  KPFT  at  last 
reached  self-sufficiency.  I  feel  that  income 
could  easily  grow  to  about  double  the 
present  level  by  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
would  be  a  success  for  media  consumers, 
because  Pacifica  stations  are  among  the 
very  few  non-institutionally-owned  public 
stations  in  the  country.  As  the 
communications  needs  of  media  consumers 
increase  with  increasingly  important  and 
fast  decisions  demanded  by  global 
interdependences,  they  will  find  more 
adaptable  and  open  communications  useful, 
particularly  those  facilities  outside  the 
control  of  institutionalized  interests.  Future 
decisions  will  deal  often  with  issues  directly 
affecting  institutions.  It  would  be  foolhardy 
to  allow  these  institutions  to  have  monopoly 
control  of  information  channels. 

I  have  benefitted  greatly  from  my  tenure 
at  KPFT.  Managing  this  place  has  forced  me 
to  face  a  great  many  weaknesses  in  myself 
which  I  would  otherwise  never  have  dealt 
with.  It  has  been  a  privilege  to  be  able  to 
accept  this  challenge.  I  am  proud  of  my 
stewardship  of  KPFT,  but  I  am  glad  that  the 
span  of  it  was  short.  I  do  not  know  if  an 
individuial  as  dogmatic  as  myself  is  the  most 
practical  choice  to  safeguard  the  license  of 
the  station,  being,  as  I  am,  quite  delighted  to 
risk  it  for  the  sake  of  pure  principle,  and  not 
even  afraid  of  losing  the  license  through 
such  foolishness,  but  I  think  that  KPFT  and 
its  listeners  have  gained  from  being 
influenced  by  an  experienced  broadcaster. 
Most  of  the  very  vital  American 
broadcasting  tradition  has  arisen  through 
commerical  media,  and  through  these 
media  tools  have  been  developed  which 
must  be  considered  basic.  I  am  glad  to  have 
been  able  to  introduce  KPFT  to  some  of 
those  tools. 


I  am  also  very  glad  to  have  been  able  to 
turn  any  dedicated  fans  who  might  remain 
from  my  earlier  years  in  Houston  on  to  a 
facility  they  can  have  an  effect  on. 

Public  broadcasting  has  one  Hell  of  a 
future  ahead  of  it.  As  you  read  this  in  early 
May,  very  important  decisions  are  being 
made  at  the  Public  Radio  Conference  in 
New  Orleans.  The  most  important 
development  in  this  field  will  be  the 
implementation  of  new  networking 
functions  among  the  public  stations  with  a 
satellite.  In  *he  near  future,  public 
broadcasting  will  find  itself  better  equipped 
in  many  ways  than  the  commercial  media.  It 
is  critically  important,  I  think,  that  these 
facilities  remain  flexible  enough  to  adapt  to 
future  public  needs.

HOPPER  &  WOODS 

On  Friday  evenings  from  7  to  8  PM,  Two- 
Way  Radio  will  feature  reports  and 
question-and-answer  sessions  with  Jack 
Hopper.  Hopper  is  a  crusader  against  some 
of  the  more  flagrantly  high-handed  practices 
of  Texas  utility  companies.

Dealing  With 
DOLBY  FM 

For  the  umpteenth  week  now,  KPFT  has 
been  assaulting  your  sensibilities  with  a 
minute  or  so  of  technical  gobbledygook 
followed  by  a  curious  warbling  tone ...  AH  of 
this  on  the  air  under  the  guise  of  "Dolby 
encoded  FM"  (""Dolby  Laboratories  Inc., 
San  Francisco).  Yes,  it's  the  same  crazy 
game  that  hi-fi  pundits  everywhere  have 
been  playing  with  tape  and  cassettes  -  now 
on  FM. 

Dolby  FM  has  been  around  since  May 
1974,  when  it  was  FCC  approved  for 
broadcast  along  with  a  special  preemphasis 
change  to  compensate  for  the  overly  bright 
sound  of  un-decoded  Dolby  B-type 
processing.  Since  that  time,  thousands 
(hundreds?)  of  radio  stations  all  across  the 
country  have  tried  Dolby  FM  encoders  and 
either  left  them  on  the  air  or  thrown  them 
out  in  disgust.  The  stations  that  kept  the 
encoders  were  generally  classical  or  other 
serious  music  stations,  those  that  tried  the 
encoders  and  offed  them  were  usually 
competitive  rock  stations  . . .  generally  Top 
40  or  the  like.  KPFT's  sister  station,  KPFK 
in  Los  Angeles  has  kept  Dolby  encoding,  for 
example. 

So  what  does  the  whole  ball  of  wax 
amount  to  .  .  .  and  how  does  it  work?  To 
begin  with,  all  FM  stations  transmit  audio 


that  has  preemphasis — that  is,  when  it  is 
transmitted  the  "treble  is  turned  up."  All  FM 
radios  have  a  built  in  complimentary  treble 
roll-off .  .  .  "deemphasis"  ...  A  capacitor 
simply  rolls  off  the  high  end  as  much  as  it 
was  boosted  upon  transmission.  The  reason 
for  this  is  to  reduce  hiss  inherent  in  FM  . . . 
it's  one  of  the  reasons  that  FM  is  so  static 
free  compared  to  AM.  The  boost  in  treble 
during  the  transmission,  however,  tends  to 
require  that  the  limiter  that  keeps  the 
transmitter  from  going  over  100% 
modulation  has  to  work  more  on  the  vast 
majority  of  KPFT-type  over  energetic 
pseudo-disco  programming.  This  doesn't 
sound  too  high-fidelity,  but  more  on  that 
later. 

NEEDLESS  TO  SAY,  you  need  a  Dolby 
B  decoder  and  some  way  to  change  the 
deemphasis  on  your  FM  receiver  from  75  to 
25  microseconds  before  decoding.  Many 
receivers  manufactured  recently  already

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have  a  deemphasis  switch  and  some  even 
contain  the  decoder  as  well.  If  yours  isn't 
recent,  however,  you'll  have  to  either 
purchase  an  adaptor  such  as  the 
Switchcraft  622  Dolby  FM  Compensator,  or 
cheaper  yet,  build  your  own  compensator 
using  the  schematic  shown  here  with  the 
3900  pF  capacitor  and  20K  resistor.  The 
10K  potentiometer  is  an  optional  level  adjust 
to  set  the  Dolby  FM  level  if  you  can't  set  it 
elsewhere  or  it's  inconvenient  to  do  same. 

We're  broadcasting  Dolby  calibration 
tones  at  11  AM,  6  PM,  and  11 PM  to  line  up 
levels  on  your  outboard  decoders  with  the 
radio  station.  Alignment  with  our  Dolby 
tone  also  aligns  you  for  decoding  KLEF,  the 
other  dolby  encoded  station  in  town  at  this 
writing. 

To  reiterate,  decoding  Dolby  FM  requries 
25  microsecond  deemphasis  followed  by  a 
Dolby  B  type  expander,  such  as  the  type 
found  in  most  high  fidelity  cassette  decks. 
This  will  reveal  5db  or  so  of  noise  reduction, 
and  result  in  the  highest  fidelity  possible  on 
FM  in  Houston  ...  a  statement  we're 
justifiably  proud  of. 

WE  HAVE  NOT  bought  our  Dolby 
model  334A  FM  encoder  yet. ..We  have  it  on 
trial  awaiting  response  from  the  band  of 
audiophiles  that  we  think  should  be  out 
there.  SO  LET  US  HEAR  FROM  YOU, 
INFIDELS!  Otherwise,  well  send  it  back 
where  it  came  from  and  optimize  our  audio 
to  sound  good  only  on  car  radios. 

Funding  for  the  encoder,  by  the  way,  will 
be  provided  by  the  same  HEW  matching 
grant  that  is  funding  our  new  transmitter 
project.  So  a  few  dollars  to  match  half  of  the 


price  of  the  Dolby  equipment  ($1300)  would 
certainly  help.  Send  it  to  DOLBY  FM,  419 
Lovett,  Houston,  77006. 

Applying  Dolby  B  noise  reduction  to  FM^n 
broadcasts  seemed  like  a  wonderful  idea  al  ' 
first.  After  all,  if  it  gets  rid  of  lOdb  noise  on 
cassettes  and  only  sounds  slightly  brighter 
when  not  decoded,  who  could  object  to  the 
possibility  of  the  same  thing  on  FM?  Dolby 
works,  you  see,  by  turning  the  highs  up, 
above  the  noise,  during  low  level  passages 
when  recording  or  transmitting,  and  turning 
them  back  down,  along  with  the  noise 
during  playback  or  receiving. 
Unfortunately,  when  regular  FM's 
preemphasis  curve  (75  microsecond)  is 
added  to  the  high  boost  of  Dolby  B  encoding 
it  results  in  a  great  deal  of  limiting  going  on  to 
keep  those  boosted  highs  from 
overmodulating  the  transmitter.  This 
doesn't  sound  good  —  it  sounds 
"crunched"— restricted  due  to  too  much 
limiting.  This  is  why  the  FCC  approved 
broadcasting  Dolby  B  encoded  FM  only 
when  you  change  your  preemphasis  from  75 
to  a  less  severe  25  microsecond  curve. 

What  this  means  is  that  Dolby  FM  sounds 
bright  when  the  level  is  low  on  a  normal 
radio  without  Dolby  decoding,  and  sounds 
dim  when  the  level  is  high.  This  is  why  the 
rock  &  roll  Top  40  stations,  where  the  level 
is  always  high  (Special  compressors  assure 
that  there  is  no  silence)  tried  Dolby  FM  and 
junked  it.  It  simply  changed  preemphasis 
from  75  to  25  microseconds  and  did  nothing, 
else,  making  the  stations  sound  really  ba  J 
on  most  car  radios,  where  the  majority  ot 
their  audience  is.

This  heady  play  on  the  part  of  the 
Visionaries  has  appeared  to  rattle  the 
Macymen,  who  have  issued  promises  of
